At  nine  hours  post  meridian  supper  was  announced,  and  nine- 
teen jovial  classmen  gathered  around  the  heavy  end  of  one  of  the 
long  dining  tables  in  the  Amherst  House.  It  was  pre-eminently 
“a  chicken  supper,”  with  all  the  “ et-ceteras.”  For  some  three 
hours,  the  guests  discussed  the  good  things  provided, 

“ The  joke  applauded,  and  the  laugh  went  round.” 

About  midnight  we  adjourned  to  the  hotel  parlors,  and  engaged 
at  once  in  renewing  old  time  associations,  indulging  in  hearty 
reminiscences  and  the  “fresh,”  glad  laugh  of  the  college  campus. 
The  sunshine  of  those  happy  days,  now  forever  eclipsed,  was 
plainly  apparent,  even  though  seen  with  tearful  eyes,  and  through 
a transparency  of  “smoke.” 

Our  President,  (Sperry)  was  unavoidably  absent,  being  on  a 
Special  Committee  of  the  Connecticut  Legislature,  then  in  session.

M.  N.  Smith  reported^  in  regard  to  the  twenty-five  cents 
collected  from  each  member  at  the  Haynes  Hotel,  for  an  Album 
of  Class  Pictures  of  ’73,  to  be  deposited  in  the  Amherst  College 
Library;  that  he  had  no  instructions  to  purchase,  but  passed  the 
money  over  to  the  Class  Treasurer,  who  reported  that  J22.00 
of  that  money  he  had  paid  for  cigars  used  at  Class  Supper. 
(General  silence.)  It  was,  however. 

Voted,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  take 
such  action  as  they  see  fit,  in  reference  to  procuring  and  deposit- 
ing the  C/ass  Pictures  and  Album  in  the  College  Library. 

C.  N.  Clark,  Treasurer,  reported  $5.75  now  in  the  Treasury, 
which  he  accordingly  handed  over  to  the  new  Treasurer,  Merriam, 
who  receipted  therefor  in  due  form. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRIENNIAL  REUNION. 
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It  having  been  currently  reported,  and  consequently  accepted 
to  be  true,  (all  reports  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  all 
other  aspirants  for  that  honor  abating  their  claim,)  that  M.  N. 
Smith  is  the  father  of  the  first  Class  baby,  he  “ having  been 
successful  in  that  line,”  having  been  married  October  25th,  1873, 
to  Miss  Ella  S.  Cope,  and  she  having  given  birth  to  “ Clara,” 
the  (and  a)  first  Class  baby,  born  March  loth,  1875,  just  twenty 
months  from  graduation  day,  it  was 

Voted^  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  empowered  to  select 
and  inscribe  a Class  Citp^  and  transmit  it  to  Mr.  Smith,  at  Scott- 
dale,  Penna.,  and  that  the  cost  thereof  be  paid  out  of  the  regular 
funds  levied  by  tax  upon  each  member. 

In  view  of  aforesaid  nursery  expenses,  and  a depleted  treasury, 
it  was 

Voted^  That  a tax  of  $1.00  be  levied  on  both  present  and  absent 
members,  for  general  expenses. 

This  was  afterwards  amended  to  $1.50,  on  Patton  reporting 
for  the  Executive  Committee,  that  they  had  decided  it  necessary 
to  ask  that  sum  from  each  member. 

Mr.  Smith  rose  and  offered  to  send  a picture  of  Class  baby, 
“Clara,”  to  each  member.  (Those  he  brought  with  him  he  had 
already  distributed  to  eager  members  desiring  them.) 

A bill  made  by  C.  S.  Kenfield,  dated  Amherst,  August  21, 
1874,  (more  than  one  year  after  graduation,)  and  charging  the 
Class  of  ’73  $8.00,  for  supper  of  the  Band  at  Promenade  Concert, 
was  then  presented. 

It  was  endorsed  by  the  President,  Sperry,  at  Hartford,  three 
days  after,  ordering  the  Treasurer  to  pay  it.  The  President  was 
reported  as  unknowing  to  the  legality  of  the  charge,  but  simply 
ordering  it  paid  as  a mere  formality;  several  members  questioned 
the  genuineness  of  the  charge,  and  it  was  finally 

Voted^  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  not  to  pay  the  alleged 
Kenfield ’s  bill  till  investigation  be  had. 

All  amendments  to  further  investigate  this  charge  of  J^8.oo  were 
voted  down,  the  Class  being  satisfied  that  it  is  not  indebted  to 
Mr.  Kenfield. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRIENNIAL  REUNION. 


Since  we  unclasped  hands  at  the  Haynes  Hotel,  Springfield, 
one  of  our  number,  the  first  to  break  the  ranks,  has  been  called 
away  by  death.  In  view  of  this  bereavement,  felt  by  all  the  Class, 
it  was 

Voted^  That  a Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to 
draft  a set  of  resolutions  respecting  the  memory  of  our  brother, 
David  Hatheway  Woods,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  and  transmit  them 
to  his  Parents. 

Messrs.  Smith,  Patton,  and  Bennett,  were  appointed  on  said 
Committee. 

It  being  known  that  the  Class  Secretary,  Merriam,  was  obtain- 
ing the  chronicles  of  his  classmates  for  each  year  since  gradua- 
tion, together  with  any  pleasing  bit  of  personal  history,  for 
preservation  and  continuous  record  in  a blank  book  provided 
for  the  purpose,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  furnish  these  bio- 
graphical records  to  each  member  of  the  Class  for  the  first  five 
years  since  graduation,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  be 
empowered  to  make  arrangements  for  printing  them,  the  same  to 
be  ready  for  distribution  at  our  Quinquennial  Reunion,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Voted,  Finally,  that  the  day  of  our  next  reunion  be  appointed 
at  the  option  of  the  Secretary;  (probably  Wednesday,  of  Com- 
mencement week,  June  26th,  1878.)

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BIOGRAPHICAL  RECORD  OF  GRADUATES. 


DOANE  RICH  ATKINS  (Truro,  Mass.)  was  born  at 

April  24th,  1845,  and  fitted  for 
College  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover.  Was  the  first  Class- 
President,  and  continued  with  us  till  Senior  year — magna  pars 
fidt — when  he  was  seized  with  the  notion  of  premature  gradua- 
tion, and  betook  himself  to  Yale  Divinity  School.  But  by  the 
close  of  the  winter  term  the  Class,  whom  he  had  left  “trampled 
orphans”  under  “Ernie,”  welcomed  him  back,  and  thus  he 
graduated  in  course. 

Returning  to  the  Seminary,  he  was  able  to  graduate  there  in  ’76, 
although  attacked  in  middle  year  severely  with  cerebrospinal 
ineningitis. 

On  November  26th,  1876,  Mr.  Atkins  conducted  a service  in 
memory  of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Congregational  Church,  in  Westbrook,  Conn.  He 
preached  an  excellent  “historical  discourse,”  from  John,  iv.  38; 
and  also  wrote  the  hymn  for  the  occasion.  Both  were  since  pub- 
lished by  request.  December  9th,  he  was  invited  to  become  their 
Pastor,  accepted  December  20th,  1876,  and  was  ordained  and 
installed  January  17th,  1877.  This  Pastorate  terminated  March 
27th,  1878,  with  commendation  as  an  able  and  faithful  Minister  of 
the  Gospel. 

FRANK  TAPLEY  BENNER  (Lowell,  Mass.)  was  born  at 
Pittston,  Me.,  June  13th,  1851.  Fitted  for  College  at  the  Lowell 
High  School.  Taught  school  at  Ellsworth  Me.,  in  the  fall  and 
winter  of  1873-4.  During  the  spring  and  summer  of  ’74,  studied 
Law  with  Tappan  Wentworth,  at  Lowell.  Taught  Lowell  High 
School  from  fall  of  ’74  till  summer  of  ’75,  reading  Law  mean- 
while. In  June,  ’75,  sailed  for  Germany,  and  studied  German 
and  Roman  Law  at  Gottingen  and  Leipzig,  till  summer  of  ’76. 
Spent  three  months  in  the  office  of  the  American  Consul  General, 
at  Frankfort-on-Main,  and,  after  a short  trip  to  Paris,  sailed  for 
home  in  October,  1876.  Resumed  the  study  of  Law  in  Lowell 
till  June,  ’77,  with  D.  S.  Richardson,  Esq.,  and  was  then  admitted 
to  the  Middlesex  Bar.  Since  then  has  practiced  in  Lowell  and 
Boston,  and  now  (’78)  exclusively  in  Boston. 

[ Six  members  of  ’73  were  present  at  one  time  in  Germany,  viz. : Benner, 
L,  B.  Hall,  Johnson,  A.  D.  Lawrie,  Morse,  and  Thrall.  Held  quite  a reunion.

JOHN  ALVIN  BENNETT  (South  Wilbraham,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  that  place,  October  23d,  1848.  Fitted  for  College  at 
Monson  Academy,  Mass.  For  the  two  years  after  graduation  was 
Principal  of  the  South  Hadley,  Mass.,  High  School,  till  the 
summer  of  ’75.  Studied  Law  in  the  office  of  Hillard,  Hyde  & 
Dickinson,  No.  ii  Pemberton  Square,  Boston,  and  in  the  Boston 
Law  School ; receiving  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  the  latter  in 
June,  1876.  Was  admitted  to  the  Bar  the  same  month.  Opened 
a Law  Office  in  September,  ’76,  at  31  Equitable  Building,  Boston, 
where  he  now  practices.  Received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  from 
Amherst  College  in  1877. 

Delivered  the  Memorial  Address  “Decoration  Day,”  May  30th, 
1877,  at  South  Hadley. 

Married  December  25th,  1877,  at  South  Hadley,  to  Miss  Julia 
R.  Smith.  Has  been  awarded  a prize  of  J25.00  by  the  Boston 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Union  for  an  essay  on  the  ^'‘Relations  between  Capital 
and  Labor  in  the  United  States.” 


HENRY  JUDSON  BOOTH  (Columbus,  Ohio)  was  born  at 
Granville,  Ohio,  March  14th,  1849.  Was  a member  of  the  Class 
only  during  Senior  year.  In  August,  ’73,  resumed  the  reading  of 
Law  begun  at  Denison  University  before  coming  to  Amherst.  Was 
admitted  to  the  Bar  in  May,  1874.  Then  went  to  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  prospecting,  and  to  look  after  his  interests  in  some  rich  and 
extensive  coal  fields  near  that  city.  Returned  to  Columbus,  and 
in  July  of  same  year,  (’74)  became  member  of  the  Law  firm  of

elected  the  youngest  member  to  the  Ohio  Legislature,  to  serve 
two  years. 

Was  married  July  28th,  1876,  to  Miss  Madge  I.  Coney,  of 
Union  County,  Ohio. 

Harry  J.  Booth,  Jr.  was  born  June  28th,  1877,  and  his  papa 
writes  that  the  little  fellow  is  “ a thrifty  young  Democrat  for 
his  age.”

LEVERETT  BRADLEY,  Jr.  (Methuen,  Mass.)  was  born 
at  July  nth,  1846.  Fitted  for 

College  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover.  On  graduating,  entered 
the  Hartford  Theological  Seminary,  continuing  his  boating  interest 
as  Captain  of  the  Seminary  Boat  Club.  Early  in  ’74  also  assumed 
the  Professorship  of  Belles-lettres  in  the  Hartford  Female  Semi- 
nary, presenting  the  diplomas  with  a neat  speech  to  the  graduating 
class  that  summer.  Was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Hartford  Theo- 
logicial  Seminary,  summer  of  1875. 

From  fall  of  ’75  to  summer  of  ’77,  was  private  tutor  to  the  son 
of  the  late  Col.  Colt,  making  his  stay  mostly  at  ^^Arfusmear^" 
Hartford.  Spent  three  months  abroad,  from  May  30th,  1877. 

In  September,  ’77,  he  applied  for  orders  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and,  after  passing  a brief  interim  preparatory,  at  the 
Berkeley  Divinity  School,  Middletown,  Conn.,  was  ordained  to  the 
office  of  Deacon,  by  Bishop  Williams,  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Hartford,  March  17th,  1878. 


ARTHUR  MILNOR  BRIDGMAN  (South  Amherst,  Mass.)

(south,  near  the  W.  Va.  line),  at  a salary  of  $1,100.  Continued 
there  successfully  for  two  years  or  more  ; (but  the  Secretary  has 
not  been  able  to  learn  further.)

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DAVID  YOUNG  COMSTOCK  (Brooklyn,  N.  Y.)  was  born 
at  Danbury,  Conn.,  June  13th,  1852.  Began  his  College  course 
at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  but  in  the  spring  of  ’70  joined  our  Class  at 
Amherst,  his  parents  removing  hither. 

On  graduating,  took  the  High  School  at  Lonsdale,  R.  I.,  with 
a salary  of  Ji,2oo  per  year.  The  second  year  he  became  in- 
structor in  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Mass.,  where  he  has  since 
continued;  instructing  in  Latin,  chiefly,  pursuing  “collaterals,” 
reading  History,  and  regaling  himself  with  Sanskrit  roots.  Re- 
ceived his  degree  of  A.M.  from  Alma  Mater  in  1876. 

Was  married  at  Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  August  7th,  1877,  to  Augusta 
S.  Tenney,  of  Methuen,  Mass. 


CHARLES  WENDELL  COOPER  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  Calais,  Me.,  May  15th,  1851.  “Fitted”  at  Williston 
Seminary.  Spent  three  post  graduate  years  at  the  Harvard 
Medical  School,  Boston.  Was  then  one  of  the  six  graduates  in 
Medicine  appointed  as  House  officers  in  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  for  one  year.  The  fifth  year  he  opened  an 
office  in  Amherst,  and  was  soon  after  appointed  Surgeon  to  the 
new  steamship  “Oregon,”  on  her  trip  from  New  York,  via  Straits 
of  Magellan,  to  San  Francisco. 

He  is  now  (May  ’78)  in  the  latter  city,  and  soon  expects  to 
return  home.

In  the  fall  of  ’73  “Solon”  betook  himself  to  75  Macdou- 
gal  Street,  New  York,  and  entered  his  name  as  Law  student  at 
Columbia  College  Law  School;  where,  in  May,  ’75,  he  was  gradu- 
ated with  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  Returning  to  New  Castle,  he  was 
admitted  to  practice  there  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year  (’75)  and 
on  February  23d,  1876,  began  practice  at  the  Pittsburgh  Bar, 
opening  an  office  at  58  Grant  Street.  Here  he  expects  to  remain 
permanently. 

Is  not  married;  has  no  immediate  prospect  thereof;  confesses 
he  is  getting  tired  of  boarding,  however,  and  presumes  he  shall 
overtake  his  “ destiny  ” at  some  time  or  other.  Has  no  insu- 
perable objection  to  matrimony,  being  domestically  inclined. 
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DWIGHT  GILBERT  CUTLER  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was  born 
at  that  place,  May  14th,  1852,  and  “fitted”  at  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover. 


NEWELL  LOVERING  CUTLER  (Holliston,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  Holliston,  Mass.,  August  nth,  1850.  “Fitted”  at  the 
Amherst  High  School.  On  graduating,  went  at  once  into  the 
Wool  business,  in  Boston,  his  address  then  being  495  Columbus 
Avenue. 
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FRANK  WILLIAMS  DAMON  (Honolulu,  Sandwich 
Islands)  was  born  at  the  Islands,  December  loth,  1852. 
“ Fitted  ” at  the  same  place,  in  Punahou  College,  where  he  after- 
wards became  Professor. 

Frank  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to  leave  ns  prematurely  in 
the  spring  of  ’73,  but  this  was  soon  re-established  by  rest  from 
study,  and  travel.  It  necessitated,  however,  taking  his  diploma  in 
1874,  but  ’73  always  claims  him. 

The  first  three  years  out,  till  summer  of  ’76,  he  taught  in  the 
College  at  Oahu,  near  some  of  the  big  volcanoes  we  had  learned 
about,  under  “Ernie.”  Left  there  in  1876  for  Europe,  via  “ tlie 
States;  ” and  spent  six  months  in  Geneva,  teaching  English  in  a 
High  School  under  a German  Professor.  He  was  also  associated 
with  Rev.  Leonard  Wolsey  Bacon  there.  In  June,  ’77,  he  went 
to  Elberfeld,  where  he  spent  six  months  learning  German.  ' 

About  January  ist,  1878,  he  joined  Hon.  E.  M.  Carter,  Ha- 
waiian Minister  to  the  Courts  of  Europe,  and  is  now  (May,  ’78) 
acting  as  Secretary  of  the  Legation  at  Berlin.  This,  however,  he 
does  not  accept  as  a permanency.  Is  attending  lectures  on  Latin, 
at  the  Berlin  University,  and  hopes  to  remain  some  time  in 
Germany  for  a careful  and  extended  course  of  study  in  the 
department  of  Philology. 

Damon’s  letters  home  while  in  Europe,  are  long,  and  particu- 
larly interesting.  They  are  published  in  '"'‘The  Friend^"  a Hono- 
lulu newspaper,  edited  by  his  father,  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Damon,  D.D., 
’36,  and  the  Secretary  will  be  glad  to  loan  them  by  mail  to  any 
Classmate  desiring  to  read  them. 

Damon,  in  his  official  capacity,  has  had  rare  glimpses  of  royalty 
and  royal  festivities.  He  gives  a vivid  pen-picture  of  the  Emperor, 
as  he  saw  him  at  a grand  court  reception  in  the  “ white  saloon  ” of 
the  Imperial  Schloss.  He  writes  him  as  “ a soverign  who,  in 
addition  to  hereditary  dignity,  is  crowned  with  the  kingliness  of 
true  manhood,”  which  is  more.  (A  twenty-page  letter  will  be  of 
interest  to  Clasemates  at  the  Class  Supper  of  June,  1878.) 
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WILLIAM  VAIL  WILSON  DAVIS  (Coldwater,  Mich.) 
was  born  at  Wilson,  Niagara  County,  N.  Y.,  February  17th,  1851. 
“ Fitted  ” at  Williston  Seminary,  Easthampton,  Class  of  ’68.  Was 
first  a member  of  ’72,  but  was  obliged  on  account  of  sickness  to 
drop  into  our  Class  in  September,  ’69. 

On  leaving  College,  after  graduation,  he  went  as  teacher  to 
Robert  College,  Constantinople,  and  had  opportunity  to  travel 
extensively  through  Europe,  Greece,  and  Asia  Minor.  The  two 
following  years  were  spent  in  Andover  Theological  Seminary. 

On  July  20th,  1876,  was  married  to  Miss 
Stearns,  daughter  of  the  President,  and  in  the  fall  succeeded 
Mr.  G.  H.  White,  ’70,  as  Instructor  in  Amherst  College.  Resigned 
this  position  in  ’77,  to  take  the  Pastorate  of  the  Franklin  Street 
Church  (Congregational),  in  the  City  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  where 
he  was  ordained  September  12th,  1877.  Regards  the  latter 
as  the  pleasantest  and  most  profitable  months  of  his  life.  His 
Church  has  enlarged  its  house  of  worship  by  adding  450  new 
sittings,  appropriating  $12,000  for  the  purpose. 

His  son,  Wm.  Stearns  Davis,  was  born  April  30th,  1877,  and 
his  father  defies  any  one  to  show  a better.  Davis  took  his  degree 
of  A.M.,  in  course,  in  ’76. 


HENRY  GIBBONS  (Brownsville,  Pa.)  was  born  at  Mer- 
rittstown,  Fayette  County,  Pa.,  September  3d,  1849.  “Fitted” 
at  B’ville,  Pa.  “ Gib  ” couldn’t  stay  to  graduate,  because  the 
School  Committee  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa,,  desired  him  to  come  on 
early  in  the  spring  of  ’73,  to  take  charge  of  the  Central  High 
School,  and  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages. 

Cunningham  writes  that  “ Gib  ” is  still  there,  working  hard 
and  making,  according  to  all  reports,  grand  success  in  his  work. 
He  is  getting  a fine  reputation  for  thorough  scholarship,  and  will 
doubtless  make  his  mark  on  the  educational  interests  of  the 
country. 
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FRANK  JONES  GOODWIN  (Biddeford,  Me.)  was  born  at 

January  i2th,  1852.  “Fitted” 
at  Biddeford  High  School.  Entered  our  Class  in  Sophomore  year. 
Immediately  on  graduating  betook  himself  to  his  pre-collegiate 
haunts,  and  engaged  in  business  as  Insurance  Agent  and  Broker. 
Was  married  1875?  to  Miss 

of 

On  October  9th,  1876,  there  was  born  to  him  (in  the  language  of 
the  nurse)  “a  remarkably  fine  boy;”  and  “Goodie”  thereby 
claims  to  lead  in  the  race  as  father  of  the  first  Class  boyC  The 
^^Student''  of  September  i6th,  ’76,  quoted  the  Repiiblicaji^"  as 
saying : 

“The  Class  of  ’73,  Amherst  College,  boasts  seven  married  men, 
and  the  latter  boast  three  daughters ; but  the  Class  boy  has  not 
arrived.” 

On  hearing  the  above,  “Goodie,”  Jr.,  hastened  to  the  rescue. 


LYMAN  BEECHER  HALL  (New  Bedford,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  that  place,  January  i6th,  1852,  and  fitted  for  College  with 
the  Class  of  ’69,  Phillips  Academy.  The  first  two  and  a half 
years  after  graduation  were  spent  in  the  study  of  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy  at  Gottingen,  Germany,  using  his  vacation  to  advan- 
tage in  actual  travel — “walking  tour” — through  Switzerland,  (with 
W.  W.  Eaton,  of  ’68,)  and  down  the  Alps  into  Northern  Italy. 
Obtained  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  in  equal  honor  with  Morse,  on 
graduating : presenting  a thesis  “Uber  Orthonitrosalicylsaure  und 
einige  abkommlinge  derselben.” 

In  the  fall  of  ’76  he  went  to  Baltimore,  and  was  appointed  to  a 
fellowship  in  Chemistry  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1877.

In  September,  ’74,  he  was  appointed  Usher  in  the  Boston  Latin 
School  (17  Harrison  Avenue),  at  a salary  of  $1,500,  and  having 
the  Department  of  the  Natural  Sciences.  He  resigned  in  June, 
’77,  to  pursue  the  study  of  Medicine,  at  the  Miami  Medicial 
College,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  under  the  direction  of  his  maternal 
uncle.  Dr.  W.  H.  Mussey.  In  the  summer  of  ’75  he  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Harvard  Summer  School  of  Geology,  at  Cumberland 
Gap,  Tenn.  Has  also  attended  lectures  at  Cambridge,  on  the 
Natural  Sciences.  Received  his  degree  of  A.M.  from  Amhefst, 
in  1876. 

Was  Senior  Class  President  in  College,  and  re-elected  at  our 
Triennial  to  serve  two  years  more. 


FRANKLIN  SAMUEL  HATCH  (Chelsea,  Vt.)  was  born 
at  that  place,  August  12th,  1846.  “ Fitted  ” at  Phillips  Academy. 

On  graduating  from  College,  he  went  to  Hartford  Theological 
Seminary,  and  continued  his  studies  there  three  years. 

While  student  in  Theology,  Mr.  Hatch  taught  Psychology  in  the 
Hartford  Female  Seminary,,  and  also  graced  the  position  of  Presi- 
dent of  a young  ladies’  Shakespeare  club. 

Was  “licensed”  in  summer  of  ’75,  and,  before  graduating  in 
’76,  he  received  a “ call  ” to  the  West  Hartford  Congregational 
Church.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Congregational  Ministry,  and 
installed  there  June  7th,  1876,  Rev.  S.  E.  Herrick,  ’59,  of 
Mt.  Vernon  Church,  Boston,  preaching  the  sermon. 

Hall,  W.  H.,  is  Hatch’s  Sunday  School  Superintendent. 
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HENRY  CECIL  HAVEN  (New  London,  Ct.)  was  bom  at 
that  place,  September  15th,  1852.  “Fitted”  at  the  New  London 
High  School.  On  graduating,  he  entered  the  Harvard  Medical 
School,  Boston,  Mass.,  his  address  then  being  i Ashburton  Place. 

In  February,  ’75,  he  left  the  Medical  School  to  engage  in  busi- 
ness with  his  father,  the  Hon.  Henry  P.  Haven,  of  New  London. 
After  the  death  of  his  father,  he  remained  at  home  till  November, 
’75,  when  he  again  returned  to  the  study  of  Medicine. 


ARNOLD  NELSON  HEAP  (Chicago,  III.)  was  born  at 

January  30th,  1849.  “Fitted” 
at  the  Chicago  High  School.  Performed  his  duties  as  Principal 
of  the  Amherst  High  School,  from  the  spring  of  ’73  (before  gradu- 
ating) to  the  summer  of  ’74,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of  ill 
health. 

He,  however,  so  far  recovered  as  to  take  up  the  study  of  Law 
soon  afterward,  pursuing  it  through  the  next  two  years  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  with  Messrs.  Leake  and  Vocke,  and  at  the  Chicago 
Law  School.  Early  in  ’77  he  transferred  his  legal  studies  to 
Hanover,  Germany,  returning  to  this  country  in  June,  much 
rejuvenated. 

Writes  that  he  is  not  married,  and  has  no  family  that  he  knows 
of.  Is  now  (1878)  a practicing  Lawyer  at  94  Washington  Street, 
Chicago,  111. 

Was  the  first  graduate  Secretary  of  ’73,  holding  that  office  till 
Triennial. 
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ANDREW  JACKSON  HIRSCHL  (Davenport,  Iowa)  was 
born  at  April  30th,  1851.  In  the 

fall  of  ’69  was  a member  of  the  Amherst  High  School,  but  by 
hard  study  was  able  to  enter  our  Class  in  College  early  in  1870. 
Immediately  on  graduating,  engaged  in  the  study  of  Law,  in 
Davenport,  and  was  soon  appointed  Notary  Public. 

He  says  that  is  “ no  slouch  of  a thing,”  as  it  requires  bonds  of 
J500,  and  frequently  he  earns  “ as  much  as  25  cents  in  a day 
or  so.” 

Was  “admitted”  in  February,  ’75,  and  in  July,  ’75,  completed 
one  year’s  course  in  Law  Department,  Iowa  State  University, 
under  Prof.  W.  G.  Hammond,  ’46.  Hirschl,  out  of  a class  of 
seventy-one  men,  received  the  first  prize  for  best  notes  on  Lectures 
on  Real  Estate,  by  Prof.  Hammond.

Charlotte  Schreiner  (of  German  parentage  like  himself).  Llis 
studies  thus  far  devoted  to  “ making  both  ends  meet.” 


JOHN  REMINGTON  HOBBIE  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was  born 
at  September  i8th,  1852,  and 

fitted  for  College  at  the  Amherst  High  School.  For  a while  he 
taught  Latin  in  the  Cleveland  High  School,  Ohio  ; then  returned 
home  to  engage  in  business  with  his  father.  In  the  fall  of ’74  he 
decided  to  study  Medicine  in  New  York,  where  he  did  so. 
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HENRY  AMASA  KING  (Monson,  Mass.)  was  born  at  that 
place,  January  14th,  1852.  After  graduation,  took  the  position  of 
Assistant  Principal  of  Monson  Academy,  in  his  native  town,  where 
he  had  fitted  for  College,  and  was  urged  to  remain  through  two 
years,  with  increased  salary.  In  the  fall  of  ’75  he  entered  upon 
his  long  deferred  study  of  the  Law,  and  was  enrolled  for  the  two 
succeeding  years  at  Columbia  College  Law  School,  New  York 
City.  “ Neg.”  was  his  chum  there  one  year.  King  also  tutored 
some,  to  make  the  odd  moments  useful  there.

His  College  course  was  interrupted 
some  by  sickness,  but  after  graduating,  and  “ loafing  ” awhile  to 
repair  his  wasted  energies,  he  sailed  April  4th,  1874,  on  the 
Cunarder  “Marathon”  for  Bremen,  via  London;  there,  in 
Germany — the  country  of  scholars — to  study  Chemistry.  Ac- 
quitted himself  with  honor  to  the  Class,  and  took  the  degree  of 
Ph.D.  in  1876,  at  Gottingen.  His  thesis,  presented  on  that  occa- 
sion, was — “ Uber  Bibrombenzoesauren  und  verwandte  Sauren.” 

He  was  retained  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  one  term  for 
special  service.  Is  now  (1878)  at  the  West,  to  return  this  summer 
to  Boston. 
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CALEB  RODNEY  LAYTON,  Jr.  (Georgetown,  Del.)  was 
born  at  Frankfort,  Del.,  September  8th,  1850,  and  “fitted”  at 
Georgetown.  After  graduation,  he  pursued  the  study  of  Medi- 
cine at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Philadelphia,  gradua- 
ting with  honor,  and  in  course.  Began  the  practice  of  his 
profession  at  Georgetown,  and  was  married  there  December  28th, 
1876,  to  Miss  Annie  Sepple. 


HENRY  AUGUSTUS  LEWIS  ( New  York  City)  was  born 
at  Bethlehem,  N.  Y.,  March  23d,  1850.  Entered  our  Class  from 
Williams  College,  in  the  winter  term  of  Freshman  year.  Prof. 
Tyler  being  a near  relative. 

Immediately  in  the  fall  of  ’73  he  joined  the  new  Class  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  N.  Y.,  but  after  a couple  of  months  was 
obliged  to  temporarily  suspend  his  theological  studies,  (through 
no  fault  of  his  own,  however,)  and  engaged  in  business  as  book- 
keeper in  a large  flouring  mill.  In  fall  of  ’74  began  teaching, 
continuing  therein  till  November,  ’77,  when  he  again  resumed  his 
place  in  the  Seminary. 
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FRANK  HERBERT  LOUD  (Weymouth,  Mass.)  was  born 
at  that  place,  January  26th,  1852,  and  “fitted”  at  the  Weymouth 
High  School.  Was  Tutor  of  Mathematics  in  Amherst  College, 
from  graduation  till  the  summer  of  ’76,  three  years,  the  longest 
term  of  any  immediate  graduate,  and  with  confessedly  the  best 
ability.  Resigning  that  position,  he  wended  his  way  west- 
ward; remaining  in  Portsmouth,  Mich.,  till  the  spring  of  ’77, 
when  he  received  the  appointment  of  Professor  of  Mathematics 
in  Colorado  College,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado;  and  spent  the 
spring  of  ’77  in  Amherst,  preparing  for  his  future  duties. 

Loud  is  enthusiastic  over  the  rare  scenic  and  geologic  endow- 
ment of  his  College — the  grandeur  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  scenery, 
the  clear  and  healthful  atmosphere,  the  mines  and  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  practical  metallurgy,  the  huge  saurians  recently 
unearthed,  the  profusion  of  wild  flowers  for  the  botanist — on  every 
hand  direct  contact  with  nature,  and  from  a scientific  standpoint, 
with  increased  zest  and  stimulation  afforded  by  the  annual  visits 
of  Students  and  Professors  from  the  east,  to  this  Sivitzerland 
of  America." 
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LUCIUS  PARKER  MERRIAM  (Worcester,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  Grafton,  Worcester  County,  Mass.,  November  22d,  1846. 
“Fitted”  at  Monson  Academy.  A month  before  graduation  he 
received  the  appointment  of  Teacher  of  Elocution,  Book-Keeping 
and  English  Composition,  in  the  Free  Academy  at  Norwich,  Conn. 
Serving  here  two  years,  with  the  commendation  of  his  Principal, 
this  department  has  since  remained  vacant,  by  reason  of  financial 
embarrassment,  the  Academy  being  an  endowed  institution. 

On  September  ist,  1875,  Mr.  M.  was  married  to  Miss  Emily  A. 
Clemons,  of  West  Killingly,  Conn.,  Parkhurst,  his  classmate,  play- 
ing the  wedding  march,  without  suspecting  who  the  contracting 
parties  were.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  soon  after  took  up  their  residence 
in  Springfield,  Mass.,  where  he  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
Collegiate  Institute,  till  a more  favorable  position  should  offer  full 
scope  to  his  many  and  varied  powers. 

August  ist,  1876,  while  sojourning  on  the  sunny  side  of  matri- 
mony and  Mt.  Holyoke,  their  first  child — Mary  Caroline — was 
born,  at  South  Hadley,  Mass.,  not,  however,  with  the  intention  of 
her  entering  the  Seminary  that  fall,  as  might  be  supposed. 

In  September,  1876,  Merriam  received  the  appointment  of 
Instructor  in  English,  in  the  “ Mowry  and  Goff”  English  and 
Classical  School,  for  boys,  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  a school  having  a 
corps  of  fifteen  teachers,  with  a gymnastic  and  military  drill,  and 
similar  to  the  Chauncey  Hall  School,  of  Boston. 

At  the  Triennial  reunion  of  his  Class  in  ’76,  at  Amherst,  he  was 
elected  Class  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  at  Commencement,  in 
’77,  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  Amherst  College. 

While  teaching  at  Norwich,  Merriam  also  instructed  a class  in  “Snell’s 
Astronomy”  at  the  Misses  Meekers’  Seminary.  This  Class,  of  nineteen  young 
ladies,  closed  the  course  by  an  excursion  to  Amherst,  June  5th,  1875  ; a visit  to 
the  observatory  (by  courtesy  of  Prof.  Esty)  ; and  a view  of  the  sun-spots.  They 
also  attended  Prof.  Snell’s  lecture  at  10.30,  by  permission,  and  heard  the  rare 
old  man  as  to  whether  these  things  were  so.  They  “ picknicked  ” in  the  College 
grove  at  noon,  and  were  “received”  by  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Harris  an  hour  or  so, 
on  the  way.  An  invitation  from  the  College  base  ball  “nine”  had  to  be  refused 
(not,  however,  because  it  was  a match  game),  and  after  a glimpse  at  the  art 
gallery  the  fair  visitors  stole  away,  leaving  the  College  windows  vacant  as  of 
yore,  and  Sabrina  alone  staring  after  them.  At  nine  P.  M.  they  were  safely 
home  in  Norwich,  having  satisfactorily  passed  their  annual  in  Astronomy. 
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HARMON  NORTHRUP  MORSE  (East  Cambridge,  Vt.) 
was  born  at  October  15th,  1848. 

“ Fitted  ” at  Kimball  Union  Academy,  Meriden,  N.  H.  After 
graduation,  went  immediately  to  Gottingen,  Germany,  to  study 
Chemistry  and  Mineralogy.  In  the  latter  part  of  July,  1875, 
passed  his  “Ph.D.”  examination,  presenting  a thesis  “ Ueber 
einige  derivate  des  Ortho — und  Paraamidophenoles.” 

Mr. ‘Morse  obtained  the  highest  rank  as  a scholar  in  Germany. 
Was  Instructor  in  Chemistry  at  Amherst  College  one  year,  till  the 
summer  of  ’76,  as  he  had  previously  been  in  Senior  year,  and 
giving  the  best  satisfaction.  Having  obtained  a “ Fellowship  ” in 
the  new  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore,  Md.,  he  went 
thither  in  the  fall  of  ’76  as  Associate  in  Chemistry,  which  position 
he  still  holds. 

Mr.  M.  was  married  to  Miss  Caroline  A.  Brooks,  daughter 
of  Dea.  N.  P.  Brooks,  of  Montpelier,  Vt.,  December  13th, 
1876.  Their  first  child — Mary  Elizabeth — was  born  February 
i6th,  1878. 


CHARLES  JOHN  MULFORD  (New  York  City)  was  born 
at  April  i8th,  1852.  “Fitted” 

at  the  Bttrnside  School,  N.  Y.  Graduating  in  ’73,  with  honor,  he 
immediately  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  in  New  York  City, 
where  he  has  since  continued. 

A Yery  worthy  act  of  his,  soon  after  graduation,  in  token  of  the 
value  of  that  department  to  himself,  was  the  presenting  fco.oo  to 
the  boating  interest  in  College,  to  be  used  in  purchasing  new 
rowhtg-weights  for  the  “Gym.” 
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CHARLES  NEGLEY  (Hagerstown,  Md.)  was  born  at  that 
place,  August  17th,  1852,  and  “ fitted ” there.  After  graduation, 
repaired  to  his  mountain  home  in  Maryland,  to  reflect  and  cogitate. 
In  the  fall,  entered  on  the  pursuit  of  the  Law,  which,  he  writes, 
has  been  fleeing  from  him  ever  since.  Finds  the  crowd  of  seekers 
jostling,  but  thinks  there  will  be  fewer  higher  up  the  ascent. 
Read  Law  in  his  native  town  till  the  fall  of  ’75,  when  he  went  to 
Columbia  Law  School,  N.  Y.,  for  a year,  to  finish  up.  Chummed 
with  King  there.  Returned,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  of 
Washington  County,  Md.,  in  the  spring  of  ’76.  Began  the  practice 
of  Law  in  Baltimore,  in  the  fall  of  ’76,  being  associated  with  John 
L.  Thomas,  Jr.  “Stumped”  the  Sixth  Congressional  District  of 
Maryland  in  behalf  of  Mr.  McComas,  Republican,  whom  “Neg” 
claims  was  really  elected,  but  “ counted  out.” 

In  the  spring  of  ’77  was  admitted  to  the  Baltimore  City  Bar,  and 
a few  months  afterwards  became  Law  partner  with  Mr.  Graham, 
firm  of  Negley  & Graham,  No.  51  Lexington  Street.  Although 
not  as  yet  married  or  overwhelmed  with  business,  still  he  believes 
in  the  injunction  on  the  old  seal  of  Maryland — ^^Crescite  et 
Multiplicamini. 


• FRANK  GEORGE  NELSON  (Monson,  Mass.)  was  born  at 

February  ist,  1852.  “Fitted” 
at  Monson  Academy,  Mass.  Taught  the  High  School  at  Sitico, 
Conn.,  during  first  year  after  graduation.  The  next  two  years 
was  Teacher  of  Mathematics  at  Dr.  Holbrook’s  Military  Academy, 
at  Sing  Sing  on  the  Hudson.  Fourth  year  was  in  the  office  of 
the  Photo.  Engraving  Co.,  67  Park  Place,  N.  Y.,  for  a time,  and 
after  that  tutored  private  pupils.  Spent  the  summer  of  ’77  at 
Lake  George,  meeting  his  old  chum.  Woodman,  C.  E.  Fifth  year 
has  been  tutoring  at  Scarborough,  near  Sing  Sing,  N.  Y.,  but 
returned  to  Tarrytown  before  April  ist. 

Isn’t  married  or  engaged  ; don’t  suppose  that  he  has  ever  met 
“her.”  Has  utilized  his  time  far  more  profitably  in  preparation 
for  teaching,  and  in  physical  culture.  (^So  he  says.) 
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GRANVILLE  WEBSTER  NIMS  (Keene,  N.  H.)  was  born 
at  Roxbury,  Cheshire  County,  N.  H.,  July  17th,  1848.  “Fitted” 
at  Kimball  Union  Academy,  Meriden,  N.  H.  Immediately  betook 
himself  to  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  in  the 
fall  of  ’73,  where  he  graduated  in  course,  and  with  honor,  in  ’76. 

In  May,  ’76,  he  accepted  an  urgent  call  to  preach,  at  the  First 
Congregational  Church,  in  Greenwich,  Conn.  He  was  there 
ordained  to  the  Gospel  Ministry,  by  council,  October  4th,  1877, 
but  would  not  consent  to  installation. 


KINGSLEY  FLAVEL  NORRIS  (Sodus,  N.  Y.)  was  born  at 

November  28th,  1847.  “Fitted” 
at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Class  of  ’69,  returning  thither  to 
the  Seminary,  where  he  graduated  in  ’76. 

“ Supplied  ” the  Congregational  Church  at  Middleton,  Mass., 
till  the  summer  of  ’77  ; many  conversions  reported  and  much  good 
done.  In  the  fall  of  ’77  he  journeyed  West,  and  was  ordained  at 
Anoka,  Minnesota,  November  14th,  ’77.  After  eight  months 
service  he  closed  his  labors  there  March  17th,  1878,  when  six 
persons  united  with  the  Church.  He  then  went  abroad,  with  three 
other  young  men,  intending  to  visit  the  Holy  Land,  via  Egypt. 
Loves  the  ministry,  and  has  made  many  friends  in  it. 
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HOWARD  ELMORE  PARKHURST  (Clinton,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  September  13th,  1848. 

“ Fitted  ” under  a private  tutor.  Mr.  Parkhurst  was  the  first 
member  of  his  Class  to  be  married — in  the  summer  after  gradua- 
tion, and  to  Miss  Louisa  S.,  daughter  of  Dea.  Kendall,  of  Worcester, 
Mass.  With  his  bride  immediately  started  on  a tour  to  Germany, 
where  he  remained  two  years  perfecting  his  study  and  practice  in 
organ  music.  Returned  home  in  summer  of  ’75,  and  was  quietly 
engaged  to  officiate  as  organist  at  a wedding  in  Danielsonville, 
Conn.,  September  ist.  Was  i^unctually  in  his  place,  and  performed 
his  perfunctory  duties  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  all  parties. 

“ Howard  ” confines  himself  to  his  legitimate  work,  as  in 
College,  and  does  not  make  further  inquiries  till  his  duties  are 
finished  and  the  ceremony  is  proceeding. 

Taking  up  his  abode  in  Worcester,  Parkhurst  was  immediately 
re-engaged  to  play  at  the  “Old  South”  Church,  where  he  had 
been  organist  through  his  College  course.  Here  he  remained  till 
January,  ’76,  when  he  received  the  appointment  of  Organist  and 
Director  of  Music  at  the  First  Church,  Boston,  as  successor  to 
Eugene  Thayer,  at  a salary  of  $1,000,  which  position  he  still 
holds.

From  this  prostration  he  had  thoughts  of  going  abroad  as  a 
Missionary,  but,  it  seeming  advisable  for  him  to  remain  in  his 
chosen  profession,  which  he  has  already  so  consecrated  to  Chris- 
tian service,  he  removed  from  Allston,  and  is  now  (1878)  located 
at  381  Columbus  Avenue,  Boston,  Mass.

BIOGRAPHICAL  RECORD  OF  GRADUATES. 


NORMAND  SMITH  PATTON  (Chicago,  III.)  was  born  at 
Hartford,  Conn.,  July  loth,  1852.  Graduated  at  the  Chicago 
High  School  in  ’69,  and  spent  Freshman  year  at  Beloit  College. 
Was  welcomed  by  the  denizens  of  East  College,  Amherst,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Sophomore  year.  In  October,  1873,  entered  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Boston,  where  he  took 
a special  course  in  Architecture  and  Drawing.  Upon  leaving 
there,  in  June,  1874,  returned  to  his  home  in  Chicago,  and  was 
employed  with  several  other  architects  as  a Draughtsman  (same 
old  game).  In  November,  1875,  commenced  practice  as  an 
Architect,  in  which  he  continued  until  September,  1877,  receiving 
his  degree  of  A.M.,  in  course,  in  1876. 

His  leisure  time  has  been  devoted,  as  of  yore,  to  music  and 
church  choirs — the  local  Beethoven  Society  and  the  Apollo  Club. 
In  ’76-7  sang  second  bass  in  a quartette — the  ^’‘Euterpe'"  Glee 
Club,  of  which  Holbrook,  ’72,  was  first  tenor.  Also,  by  member- 
ship in  a literary  society,  he  succeeded  Classmate  Heap  in  the 
Presidential  chair.  He  and  Heap,  and  “ Lige,”  meanwhile,  kept 
alive  the  memory  of  Amherst  by  occasional  evenings  at  “whist.” 

In  'September,  ’77,  accompanied  his  father.  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  W. 
Patton,  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  is  now  pursuing  architec- 
tural and  scientific  studies  (taking  advantage  of  the  Congressional 
Library),  and  teaching  Singing  in  Howard  University^  of  which 
his  father  is  President. 

His  latest  date  (May  14th,  ’78)  says  he  is  now  a Computer  in  the 
office  of  the  Supervising  Architect  of  the  Treasury  Department; 
and  will  be  glad  to  see  all  the  boys  of  ’73  who  come  to  Washington, 
either  at  his  home,  second  house  East  of  Howard  University,  or  at 
the  Treasury  Department. 
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FLOYD  EMERSON  SHERMAN  (Douglas,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  November  15th,  1850, 

and  fitted  for  College  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover.  During  the 
fall  and  winter  of  ’73-74  he  taught  school  in  the  “ Shaker  ” town 
of  Harvard,  Mass.  Was  again  at  home  from  sometime  in  March, 
to  the  following  September,  excepting  two  weeks  spent  in  can- 
vassing. In  the  fall  of  ’74  (September)  he  accepted  a position  as 
Teacher  in  the  Highland  Military  Academy,  at  Worcester,  Mass., 
where  he  remained  through  the  year.  In  January,  ’75,  he  entered 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Haven,  and,  by  studying  in 
vacation,  overtook  the  Class,  which  entered  four  months  ahead  of 
him.  Three  months  of  the  summer  vacation  of  ’75  was  spent  at 
Sweden,  Me.,  in  a Home-  Missionary  Pastorate.  Completed  his 
middle  year  at  New  Haven  without  interruption,  till  May,  ’76. 
Received  a commission  from  the  American  Home  Missionary 
Society,  and  went  directly  to  Kansas,  where  he  spent  fifteen  months 
in  mission  work,  most  of  the  time  at  Quindaro,  near  Kansas  City. 

A few  weeks  of  the  summer  of  ’77,  just  previous  to  his  return 
East,  were  spent  in  the  Parks  and  Mountain  towns  of  Colorado, 
and  in  visiting  the  College  where  Loud  is  now  stationed.  After  a 
few  days  rest  at  his  home  in  Douglas,  the  fall  of  ’77  finds  him 
again  at  New  Haven,  to  complete  his  Theological  course — Senior 
year — now  to  be  all  the  better  appreciated  because  of  frontier 
experience  in  preaching. 

Sherman  graduates  in  Theology,  in  May,  ’78. 
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LEWIS  SPERRY  (East  Windsor  Hill,  Conn.)  was  born  at 

January  23d,  1848,  and  fitted 
for  College  at  Monson  Academy,  Class  of  ’69.  Sperry  entered 
Yale,  ’73,  the  first  term  of  Freshman  year,  but,  “getting  enough 
of  it,”  they  were  such  a rough,  rowdy  set  down  there,  he  cheer- 
fully knocked  for  admission  to  Amherst  the  second  term,  and  was 
received  into  respectable  society.  At  graduation  he  was  elected 
President  of  the  Class. 

In  August,  1873,  Sperry  entered  the  Law  office  of  Waldo, 
Hubbard  & Hyde,  Hartford,  Conn.,  (R.  D.  Hubbard,  Governor), 
and  studied  with  them  till  March  30th,  1875,  when  he  was  admitted 
to  practice  in  the  State  Courts;  and  to  practice  in  the  U.  S.  Circuit 
and  District  Courts,  September  22d,  1875.  Was  elected  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  from  Town  of  South  Windsor,  in 
April,  ’76,  and  served  as  Chairman,  on  the  part  of  the  House,  on 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Education,  and  as  Secretary  of 
the  Special  Committee  raised  to  investigate  the  management  of 
the  State  Reform  School.  Continued  . in  the  firm  of  Waldo, 
Hubbard  & Hyde  till  September  ist,  1876,  when  he  went  into  the 
practice  of  Law  on  his  own  account,  occupying  an  office  with 
Ex-Lieut.  Governor  Geo.  G.  Sill,  where  he  now  is. 

Sperry,  it  is  thought,  will  prove  a valuable  acquisition  to  the 
Democratic  ranks. 

CHARLES  BENTLEY  STRONG  (Coleraine,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  March  31st,  1850,  and 

fitted  for  College  at  Williston  Seminary,  Easthampton.  After 
graduation,  spent  three  years  and  a half  at  Hartford  Seminary,  and 
in  January,  1877,  engaged  to  preach  one  year  at  Georgetown,  Conn. 
Though  desired  to  remain  another  year,  he  terminated  his  stay 
in  January,  1878,  and  continued  his  theological  studies  at  Cole- 
raine, under  his  father’s  direction.  Rev.  D.  A.  Strong,  of  C. 

Strong’s  health  has  not  been  so  strong  as  to  study  continuously. 
His  second  year  fall  term  was  spent  in  teaching  school,  which 
required  a post-graduate  term  of  study  to  make  up.  He  was, 
however,  licensed  to  preach  at  the  same  time  with  Hatch  and 
Bradley,  in  April,  1875.  (Bradley  has  entered  the  diaconate, 
while  Hatch  still  believes  in  the  Congregational  polity.) 
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CHARLES  BENEDICT  STUART  (Logansport,  Ind.)  was 
born  at  April  21,  1851,  and  fitted 

for  College  at  Williston  Seminary.  The  first  year  out,  Stuart 
read  Law  in  his  father’s  office  at  L.  In  the  fall  of  ’74  he  went  to 
Columbia  Law  School,  New  York  City,  remaining  there  until  the 
middle  of  the  second  year,  in  the  spring  of  ’76.  He  then  under- 
took the  management  of  his  father’s  railway  and  private  business. 
Judge  Stuart  having  been  disabled  by  an  accident,  which  termi- 
nated in  death  May  7th,  ’76.  The  son  was  now  regularly  appointed 
as  general  Attorney  for  the  “Wabash  ” Railway,  and  also  in  Sep- 
tember, ’77,  Attorney  for  the  “Cincinnati,  Lafayette  and  Chicago 
R.  R.  Co.,”  his  business  taking  him  into  the  Courts  of  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  his  office  and  residence  being  located  at 
Lafayette,  Ind. 

Chas.  B.  really  became  a benedict  on  December  20th,  1876,  when 
he  was  married,  at  Lafayette,  to  Miss  Alice  J.  Earl,  daughter  of 
the  President  of  the  above  “ C.  L.  & C.  R.  R.” 
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JOHN  BAKER  SWIFT  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was  born  at 

September  30th,  1853,  and  fitted 
for  College  at  Riverdale,  New  York. 

The  Brothers  Swift  sailed  for  Europe  July  31st,  1873.  Visited 
Ireland  and  Scotland.  In  Edinburgh  “Jack”  was  laid  up  with 
typhoid  fever.  After  his  recovery,  the  Brothers  proceeded  through 
England,  and  reached  Paris  in  November.  They  were  some  four 
months  on  the  Continent,  till  April,  1874,  spending  most  of  their 
time  in  travel,  and  going  as  far  South  as  Naples.  They  had  in- 
tended the  tour  of  Switzerland  and  the  Rhine,  but  before  reaching 
there  were  summoned  home.  Sailing  from  Liverpool  the  7th  of 
May,  ’74,  they  reached  home  the  latter  part  of  the  same  month, 
having  enjoyed  and  profited  themselves  as  the  most  travelled  lads 
of  ’73.  In  October,  ’74,  the  Brothers  began  the  study  of  Medicine 
together  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  Boston,  remaining 
there  together  one  year. 

“Jack”  remained  in  Boston,  and  was  graduated  from  the 
Harvard  Medical  School  in  June,  1877.  Was  for  a time  at  the 
Carney  Hospital,  South  Boston,  and  is  now  Junior  Resident 
Physician  to  the  McLean  Lying-in  Asylum  in  Boston. 


WILLIAM  JONATHAN  SWIFT  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  March  loth,  1852,  and 

fitted  for  College  at  Riverdale,  New  York,  with  his  brother. 

In  September,  1875,  “ Bill  ” removed  to  New  York,  where  he 
entered  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  on  March  ist,  1878.  On  examination  he  passed 
successfully,  and  received  the  appointment  of  Junior  Assistant 
Surgeon  to  Bellevue  Hospital  the  same  month.  The  appointment 
is  for  two  years,  in  the  last  six  months  of  which  he  will  serve  as 
Resident  House  Surgeon. 
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JOSEPH  BRAINERD  THRALL  (Galesburgh,  III.)  was 
born  at  October  23d,  1849. 

Having  entered  Knox  College,  he  remained  only  till  the  third  term 
of  Freshman  year,  when  he  entered  our  Class.  The  summer  of 
graduation  was  spent  in  Illinois.  The  two  years  following  he  was 
Instructor  in  Latin  and  Greek  in  Cornwall  Heights  Fitting  School 
for  Boys,  Cornwall-on-Hudson,  N.  Y.  In  January,  1875,  he  went 
abroad,  in  company  with  his  old  chum,  Benner,  where  he  remained 
until  July,  1876  ; spending  most  of  his  time  in  Germany,  as  student 
of  History  at  the  University  of  Leipsic.  The  last  three  months 
of  his  stay  abroad  he  devoted  to  travelling,  and  in  visiting  the 
City  of  Paris — the  latter  mostly  in  May  and  June,  ’76.  Returned 
to  his  home  in  Illinois  for  the  summer,  and  then  spent  a week  at 
the  “Centennial,”  just  previous  to  entering  Yale  Theological 
Seminary.  The  next  two  years  were  spent  at  the  Seminary, 
broken  only  by  a four  months  “preachment  ” in  Braintree,  Vt. 

The  Secretary’s  postal  found  Thrall  among  the  pleasant  hills  of 
Litchfield  County,  Conn.,  where  his  brother  George  is  Pastor. 
Thrall  was  enjoying  a month  of  rest  and  recuperation,  after  pro- 
tracted student-life,  and  previous  to  leaving  for  California.  A 
bronchial  trouble,  that  has  hung  about  him  a long  time,  and 
aggravated  by  New  Haven  air,  compels  this  journey  West;  but  he 
writes  that  it  is  his  intention  to  preach  the  Gospel  while  God 
spares  his  life  and  strength.  Since  graduation  he  has  had  no 
good  fortune  affording  so  much  happiness,  as  the  learning  the 
meaning  of  one  single  Bible  text,  which  reads  : “All  things  work 
together  for  good,  to  them  that  love  God.” 

He  regrets  very  much  his  inability  to  be  present  at  our  reunion, 
but  conveys  his  most  cordial  greetings  to  all  inquiring  and  in- 
terested associates,  with  perpetual  good  wishes  for  them,  and 
God’s  blessing  upon  them  and  theirs. 
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JOHN  MASON  TYLER  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was  born  at 
Amherst,  Mass.,  May  i8th,  1851,  and  fitted  for  College  at  Williston 
Seminary.  His  first  year  out  of  College  was  spent  in  Andover, 
as  Teacher  of  Latin  to  the  Junior  Class,  Phillips  Academy,  “tor- 
menting small  boys  all  day,  and  being  tormented  in  turn  by  them 
the  best  part  of  the  night.”  Thinks  it  was  pretty  nearly  “ nip  and 
tuck  ” between  them. 

The  second  and  third  years  were  passed  in  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York.  In  May,  ’75,  he  taught  a brief  interim  at 
Easthampton,  for  Tutor  “ J.  K.”  Richardson;  and  in  May,  ’76,  he 
took  up  a brief  special  course  in  Chemistry,  at  the  old  Amherst 
Laboratory,  preparatory  to  going  abroad. 

In  June,  ’76,  just  before  our  Triennial,  he  sailed  for  Germany, 
whither,  after  a month’s  travel  in  England,  he  arrived  in  August. 
Has  studied  during  three  semesters  in  Gottingen,  and  has  no 
desire  to  change  Universities.  For  one  year  he  studied  German, 
Geology  and  Zoology ; is  now  omitting  the  Geology.  Although 
“ Tip  ” is  in  love  (!)  with  Gottingen,  he  describes  it  as  a “ quaint, 
“ old-fashioned,  ill-smelling — fearfully  ill-smelling — jolly,  dirty, 
“ homely,  cheerful,  friendly  old  town  ” (and  for  further  epithets 
says — apply  to  Laurie  or  Gib),  “ where  the  people  are  kindly,  the 
“ girls  pretty  (.^)  children  and  dogs  innumerable,  sausages  good, 
“ and  the  beer  bad ! ” Is  very  busy,  and  supremely  happy. 
Wishing  blessings  on  all  “ the  boys,”  he  closes  his  interesting 
letter,  and  is  off  to  a lecture  at  six  p.  m.,  wishing  the  old  Class 
of  ’73  were  all  there  to  go  too. 

LUTHER  JOSEPH  WARNER  (Northampton,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  February  17th,  1851,  and 

fitted  for  College  at  the  Northampton  High  School.  Soon  after 
graduation  he  went  into  his  father’s  factory  at  “ Hamp.”  to  learn 
the  business  of  silk  manufacturing.  Here  he  remained  until  his 
father’s  death,  in  April,  1877.  In  November,  1877,  he  bought 
out  his  late  father’s  partner,  and  is  now  conducting  the  manufac- 
ture of  sewing  silk,  tailor’s  sewings,  machine  twist,  stick  twist, 
“ Oliver  Twist,”  &c.,  on  his  own  account.  Hopes  for  a fair  degree 
of  success,  as  we  all  certainly  wish  for  him. 

On  October  5th,  1875,  he  married  Miss  Mary  W.  Hunt,  of 
Northampton,  at  N.,  and  on  August  3d,  1876,  became  the  happy 
father  of  a little  daughter — Lucy  Hunt. 
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ELIJAH  HAWLEY  WILLIAMS  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was 
born  at  September  3d,  1850,  and 

fitted  for  College  at  the  Amherst  High  School.  Left  Amherst 
directly  after  graduating,  and  entered  the  Lumber  business  in 
Chicago,  acting  first  as  Shipping  Clerk  for  Ltidingion^  Wells  &= 
Van  Schaick  ” till  March,  1877.  He  then  went  South  to  Texas, 
and  formed  a very  pleasant  partnership  with  Mr.  E.  B.  Test,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Williams  Test,''  dealers  in  Lumber,  Sash, 
Doors  and  Blinds,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

Is  still  single,  and  enjoying  himself  as  much  as  possible  under 
the  circumstances,  with  a fairly  prosperous  business. 

TALCOTd'  WILLIAMS  (Mardin,  Turkey)  was  born  at 

July  20th,  1849,  and  fitted  for 
College  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover.  After  a ten  weeks  vaca- 
tion, summer  of ’73,  became  a City  Reporter  on  the  York 

World,"  a Democratic  organ  of  much  influence.  In  three  months 
time  he  was  taken  on  the  regular  staff  of  that  paper,  surpassing 
even  Brownell,  of  ’71,  in  his  readiness  and  adaptability.  Eighteen 
months  later  he  went  to  Albany,  as  the  regular  Legislative  Corres- 
pondent, returning  in  the  winter  of  ’75-6.  During  the  following 
year  he  acted  as  Correspondent,  Editorial  Writer,  and  was  for  four 
months  Night  Editor. 

Talcott  excels  as  a Legislative  Reporter.  He  enjoyed  the 
reputation  of  being  the  best  reporter  of  political  news,  and  was 
selected  by  Mayor  Wickham  and  Gov.  Tilden  to  report  City  and 
State  politics  for  their  respective  organs.  (Witness  Senior  year, 
and  Political  Economy  under  “Jule.”) 

He  went  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  as  Assistant  Correspondent,  in 
December,  1876.  No  longer  wishing  to  remain  a man  of  the 
World,"  he  accepted,  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  session  of 
Congress,  the  offer  of  a like  position  in  the  Washington  Bureau  of 
the  “AYw  York  Sun,"  also  Democratic,  which  he  has  since  held. 

Williams  has  no  plans  other  than  a probable  residence  for  some 
time  to  come  in  Washington.  He  is  still  “single,”  and  likely  to 
remain  so,  while  Journalism  continues  to  pay  small  salaries. 
Nothing  would  give  him  greater  pleasure  than  a visit  from  a 
member  of  “ ’73,  Amherst; " unless  it  be  a visit  from  two  members 


or  more. 
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THOMAS  CLAY  WINN  (Dunlap,  III.)  was  born  at 

June  29th,  1851.  Came  to 
Amherst  the  first  term  of  Senior  year,  joining  us  from  Knox 
College.  Spent  the  first  year  out  at  the  Theological  Seminary  in 
Chicago.  At  the  close  of  that  session  he  went  out  “ exercising 
his  gifts  ” for  the  next  fifteen  months,  having  charge  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Farmer  City,  111.,  for  a year.  In  September, 
1875,  he  joined  the  “ Middlers  ” at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
N.  Y.,  completing  his  two  remaining  years  there.  In  the  four 
months  vacation  of  the  Centennial  summer,  he  preached  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mt.  Carmel,  111. 

Just  before  leaving  the  Seminary,  in  May,  ’77,  he  received  the 
appointment  from  the  Presbyterian  “Board  of  Foreign  Missions” 
to  go  as  a Missionary  to  Japan.  Spent  the  summer  visiting  among 
friends,  preparatory  to  his  long  absence.  He  also  “ received  favor 
of  the  Lord  ” in  being  given  a good  wife — Miss  Lila  C.  Willard,  of 
Galesburgh,  111.  Married  Thursday  Evening,  September  20th, 
1877.  Started  in  November,  and  reached  Yokohama  December 
26th,  ’77.  He  is  now  studying  the  language  and  teaching  Japanese 
youths. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  Ministry  the  day  before  his 
marriage,  viz:  September  19th,  1877,  at  Oneida,  111. 
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^DAVID  HATHEWAY  WOODS  (Elmira,  N.  Y.)  was  born 
at  Elmira,  New  York,  March  7th,  1850,  and  died  at  Elmira, 
June  6th,  1875.  Fitted  for  College,  in  his  native  town,  under 
the  instruction  of  Prof.  Wm.  F.  Roe,  and  passed  his  Freshman 
year  at  Alfred  University,  in  Alleghany  County,  N.  Y. 

Woods  was  welcomed  to  our  Class  in  Sophomore  year,  and 
immediately  took  up  the  steady  drill  of  College  work.  As  a 
society  man  he  was  greatly  beloved  by  his  mates  in  Amherst 
Chapter  of  “ Delta  U.,”  contributing  of  his  fund  of  humor  and 
bonhommie  to  the  general  good-fellowship  of  us  all.  His  gift  in 
music  was  highly  appreciated  by  all  his  classmates. 

On  graduating,  he  entered  his  father’s  office — the  Hon.  James 
L.  Woods,  of  Elmira — as  student  at  Law.  Pursued  his  studies, 
with  too  much  zeal  for  his  health,  until  the  spring  of  ’74,  when 
his  strength  began  to  fail.  He  however  struggled  on  till  July, 
when  signs  of  typhoid  fever  appeared.  From  this  slight  indispo- 
sition he  soon  rallied,  and  was  well  enough  in  August  to  go  on  a 
pleasure  excursion,  of  ten  days  or  so,  in  the  inland  lake  counties  of 
his  native  State.  But  the  real  trouble  was  still  at  work,  though 
latent.  By  the  first  of  September  his  Physician  made  a critical 
examination,  and  told  him  he  had  consumption.  He  immediately 
set  about  the  contest  with  his  disease,  feeling  that  his  recovery 
was  possible,  though  not  probable.  The  latter  part  of  that  same 
month  (September,  ’74,)  he  started  for  Colorado,  in  company  with 
his  father  and  Charles  R.  Pratt,  Esq.,  of  ’69.  Arrived  at  Las 
Animas,  October  26th,  David  seeming  better  than  when  he  left 
home.  Here,  amongst  a strange  mongrel  Mexican  people,  with  but 
few  of  the  comforts  of  civilization,  he  yet  found  new  life  in  the  clear, 
soft  air;  and  diversion  in  an  easy  walk,  daily,  or  ride  in  the  saddle 
with  his  rifle  hung  over  his  shoulder,  “ roughing  it  ” in  true  border 
style.  “ Dave  ” soon  became  a favorite,  especially  with  the  cattle 
drovers  from  Texas  and  New  Mexico — a ruffianly  set,  with  belt  of 
cartridges,  and  pistol  and  knife.  On  one  occasion  David  won  the 
cigars  at  an  improvised  shooting  match,  though  he  let  his  friend 
Pratt  smoke  them,  all  the  same.  At  another  time,  en  roiUe  to 
Denver,  he  shot  an  antelope  from  the  train. 
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At  Denver,  November  25th,  a mile  above  the  sea,  he  found  a 
wonderfully  dry  atmosphere,  very  favorable  but  liable  to  sudden 
though  not  frequent  changes — as  once,  for  instance,  at  7 p.  m., 
12°  below  zero;  in  two  hours,  30°  above;  next  morning,  warm ; 
at  10  A.  M.,  60°  above;  at  ii  a,  m.,  below  zero  again. 

February  8th,  to  avoid  the  bad  weather  of  spring,  he  and  his 
father  left  Colorado  for  Florida,  and  much  more  hopeful  than  the 
fall  before.  Went  via  St.  Louis  and  the  Mississippi,  to  New 
Orleans,  and  thence  by  ocean  steamer  to  Cedar  Keys.  Thence 
across  Florida,  by  rail,  arriving  in  Jacksonville  February  27th. 
In  eighteen  days  he  had  exchanged  the  cold  of  winter,  and  the  bar- 
ren plain  girt  by  snow-capped  mountains,  for  the  sub-tropical  sum- 
mer air,  the  trees  and  the  roses,  fruit  ripening  upon  the  boughs,  and 
birds  making  all  the  air  vocal.  And  yet  the  climate  seemed  bad 
for  him;  very  warm — 85°,  90°,  over  100°  at  times.  And  at  night 
occasionally  a fire  was  really  necessary.  Here  he  busied  himself 
in  a rustic  sort  of  cabin-life,  to  avoid  too  much  society  and  talking 
at  the  hotel,  as  his  voice,  poor  fellow,  was  failing  him.  His  most 
comfortable  position,  was  sitting  in  a chair  and  leaning  his  head 
forward  upon  the  table,  while  reading.  Did  a little  target  shoot- 
ing, but  was  too  weak  to  enjoy  it,  though  strong  enough  to  beat 
all  the  rest  of  us,  as  his  father  writes.  Made  an  occasional  tour 
by  water  up  the  St.  John’s  to  Enterprise,  and  back  to  St.  Augus- 
tine; but  the  fountain  of  youth  and  health  seemed  hidden  from 
his  eager  search,  although  in  the  land  of  De  Leon,  with  life  and 
activity  on  every  hand.  And  so,  on  the  17th  of  May,  ’75,  he  “left 
the  fair  land  of  the  flowers,”  and  journeyed  home  to  die.  His 
last  seventeen  days  in  Elmira  were  soothed  and  comforted  by 
the  sweet  surroundings  of  home  life,  and  everything  was  done  by 
parents  and  sister  to  make  his  last  moments  his  best.  From  first 
to  last  he  bore  his  fate  without  once  a murmur,  or  any  sign  that 
he  felt  unable  to  bear  it  without  the  sympathy  of  others.  At 
about  8.30  p.  M.,  of  Sunday,  June  6th,  ’75,  his  long  unequal 
struggle  ended,  very  quietly. 

His  father  writes  that  he  would  be  much  pleased  to  meet  any 
of  his  classmates,  or  other  College  friends.  Anything  pertaining 
to  David’s  career  in  College  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  his 
stricken  family.

He 
studied  Law,  and  was  practicing  his  profession  in  Springfield, 
Mass.,  in  1875-6. 
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FRED  CROSBY  ROBERTSON  (Ellsworth,  Me.)  was  bom 
at  March  14th,  1848.  Was  a 

member  of  ’72,  but  ill  health  compelling  him  to  rest  from  study, 
he  was  with  us  in  Junior  and  some  part  of  Senior  year. 

Went  into  the  Book  business  in  Boston,  with  Messrs.  Ginn  & 
Heath  (not  Gin  and  Health,  he  is  a teetotaller),  and  was  with 
them  till  November,  ’75.  Since  then  he  has  been  with  the  large 
Educational  Publishers,  Messrs.  Cowperthwait  & Co.,  of  Brattle 
Street. 

WILLIAM  SLATTERY  (Amherst,  Mass.)  was  born  at 

He  “ fitted  ” at  Amherst,  and  has 
grown  in  ability  and  success  as  a Lawyer.  While  we  were  in 
College,  you  remember,  he  was  reading  Law  with  Hon.  Edward 
Dickinson;  was  afterwards  admitted  to  the  Hampden  Bar;  had 
a large  practice  in  Holyoke,  and  in  the  fall  of  ’74  opened  an  office 
in  Springfield. 

MATTHIAS  NUNAMAKER  SMITH  (Point  Pleasant,  Pa.) 
was  born  there  June  26th,  1843;  “fitted  ” there  also.  “Smithy” 
was  with  us  to  the  last,  but  would  not  don  the  ordinary  “ sheep- 
skin which  nature  and  Colleges  endow  men  with.”  He  preferred 
to  go  immediately  to  “ canvass  ”ing  for  Bibles.  This  was  inter- 
rupted for  a time  by  his  marriage,  October  25th,  1873,  to  Miss 
Ella  S.  Cope,  of  Philadelphia,  and  they  went  to  housekeeping  in 
Upland,  Pa.  He  had  lately  been  laboring  in  the  Baptist  Church 
in  Ringoes,  N.  J.,  where  his  work  was  signally  blessed,  upwards 
of  thirty  persons  professing  religion. 

In  the  fall  of  ’74  he  entered  the  Crosier  Theological  Seminary, 
Chester,  Pa.  Another  interruption,  only  temporary,  however,  oc- 
curred March  loth,  1875,  when  daughter  Clara  was  born.  But 
he  graduated  at  the  Seminary  all  right,  and  with  honor,  in  May, 
1876.  He  then  became  Pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Scott- 
dale,  Westmoreland  County,  Pa.,  a part  of  his  time  being  em- 
ployed in  Missionary  service  in  the  region  round  about. 

Another  slight  interruption — daughter  Alice  was  born  July  25th, 
1877  ; but,  nothing  daunted,  in  August,  1877,  he  began  preaching  at 
Orangeville,  on  the  State  line,  between  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania, 
and  October  ist  added  thereto  the  Church  six  miles  East  of 
O — , the  dual  Pastorate  to  last  till  April  ist,  1879. 
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At  our  Triennial,  in  ’76,  it  appearing  that  “Smithy”  was  the 
first  one  out  of  the  whole  Class,  since  graduation  day,  to  win 
paternal  renown,  the  members  present  voted  to  donate  a Silver 
“Class-Cup”  to  Miss  Clara  Smith,  his  daughter,  adopting  her 
thus  as  the  second  recipient  of  a like  favor.  Miss  “ Daisy  ” Harris 
having  been  the  first  thus  honored,  at  tl;e  close  of  our  course 
under  the  Professor  in  Sophomore  year. 

To  this  vote  we  will  add  that  Merriam  and  a few  others 
(doubtless  living  in  selfish  anticipation)  demurred,  and  protested 
that  the  first  Class  Boy  should  have  the  “cup.”  But  as  he  had 
not  appeared  up  to  Triennial,  and  was  now  deemed  an  uncertain 
applicant.  Baby  “Clara  ” got  it.  '‘‘'Ditx  femina  facti'" 

The  Executive  Committee  being  charged  with  procuring  said 
cup,  Comstock,  for  that  Committee,  forwarded  the  following  ele- 
gant affair  of  English  sterling : a burnished  circular  cup,  flat 
bottomed,  having  a diameter  at  the  base  of  2^  inches,  and  3^ 
inches  at  the  top,  with  a height  of  nearly  4 inches ; has  a plain, 
polished  handle  at  the  side,  surmounted  by  a small  effigy;  in  front, 
and  opposite  the  handle,  is  an  embossed  medallion  on  a diamond 
shield,  both  being  surrounded  by  a wreath  ; on  one  side  of  the 
cup  are  engraved  the  words — 

CLARA  SMITH, 

BORN 

March  10,  1875. 

and  on  the  other  side  are  the  words — 

PRESENTED  BY  THE 

CLASS  OF  ’73, 

AMHERST  COLLEGE. 

The  rim  and  base  are  banded,  and  inwrought  with  chasing,  making, 
altogether,  a cup  of  beautiful  design. 

The  father  speaks  for  the  fair  recipient,  and  says  it  is  highly 
prized,  will  always  be  a conspicious  ornament  in  the  household, 
and  forever  remain  associated  with  the  best  memories  of  College 
days. 
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JACOB  GEORGE  THOMPSON  (Center  View,  Mo.)  was 
born  at  July  20th,  1848,  and 

“fitted”  at  Western  Reserve  College  (so  called). 

No  tidings  since  Freshman  year. 


JAMES  HUMPHREY  TORREY  (Honesdale  Pa.)  was  born 
at  June  i8th,  1851.  Fitted  for 

College  at  the  Northampton  High  School.  Leaving  us  in  Junior 
year,  he  went  to  Scranton,  Pa.,  January  loth,  1872,  and  was  there 
till  the  summer  of  1875,  in  the  employ  of  the  “ Deleware  and 
Hudson  Canal  Co.,”  reading  Law  at  the  same  time.

hampton.  Mass.  During  the  past  year  he  has  been  a member  of 
the  Junior  Class,  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York.
